Тнк following is the full text cf President Linoolo’s inaugural 
address : —" Fello v countrymen,—At this second appearing to taka 
the oath of the presidential office there із Іова oocasion for an er- 
tended address than at first. Then а statement somewhat in detail 
of the course (о ђе puraued seemed very fit іо aad proper; now, 
at tho expiration of four years, daring whioh public declarations 
have constantly Бого call/d forth concerning every point aud place 
of the great conte:t whioh still absorbs attention and enarosies the 
ener ies of the nation, little that is now oould ba presented. The 
progress of our arms, upon which all e's) chiefly depende, із as well 
known to the ра с as myself. It ia [ trost, reasonably satisfeo- 
tory snd enoouragivg to all. With a high hope for the future, no 
predi tiou fa that regard is ventured. On the oooasion cofrespond- 
ing to this four years sgo, all thoughts were anxiously directed (3 
an iropending civil war. All dreaded it, all sou ht to avoid it. 
While ths inaugural address was being delivered from this place, 
devoted altcg:ther to save the Union out war, insurgent agents 
were in the city cecking to destroy it without war, scoking to dis- 
solve tho Unios, and divide the effects by negotia іск. Both parties 
deprecated war, but one of them would make wa" rather than let it 
perish, and war om». One-eighth of ths whole population were 
coloured slaves, nat distributed generally over tho Union, but 
located in tho Southern part. These slaves contributed а peoaliar 
aud powerful interes: АШ kaew tho interest would in some way 
сапе war. To sirengthen, p«rpetuste, and ex'end this interes: 
was the object for which the insurgents weald rend the Union 
by war, wbilo the Government claimed no right to do more than 
res‘riot. the territorial  e»larg:ment of it Neither party 
expected the magnitude cf duration which tho war has already 
attained; neither anticipated tbat the oauza of the corfliot might 
семе even before the oonfl'ot itself Each looked for an easier 
triumph and а result lees fuadamental and astonisning. Both read 
the s«me Bible and pray to the game God Esoh invokes His aid 
against the other. It may seem strange that any man should dare 
to ask a just God's sssistanco in wricgiog bread from the aweat of 
other m^n's faces; but let us jadge not, that we bo not judged. The 
ргьуег of both cannot ከ3 answered; that of neithor has been 
answered fully, for the Almighty bas His own purposes. ‘Wos 
unto the world becanss cf offences. for it must needs te that cffences 
come, bat woa anto that mau by whom the offence cometh.’ If we 
shall supporo American tlavery опе of those offences which in the 
provideros of God must need: nome, but whioh, having continued 
through His appointed time, He now wills to remove, and thst He 
gives to toth North and Sonth this terrible war, аз was due to thoss 
by whom the offence osme, we shall not diso-rn that there is any 
depsrtare from those divine atiribates which believers in the living 
God always a:oribe to Him? — Foudly do we hope, fervently do we
